
Price rises only option for day centre 

Chancery House forced to increase charges to save it from closure 


DAY care specialists at 
Chancery House in Brid- 
port are appealing for sup¬ 
port after they were forced 
to raise their charges in 
order to survive. 

Costs of transport and 
food at the day centre will 
both be increased for the 
first time in three years, 
while clients will pay daily 
rates based on their level 
of dependency for the first 
time, when the new 
charges are introduced on 
September 1st. 

The main change will be 
the introduction of a social 


care charge of £8 per day, 
to include lunch and drink, 
which all clients will pay. 

Clients will then be as¬ 
sessed on their level of de¬ 
pendency every six 
months with high depend¬ 
ency clients having to pay 
£18 per day. Chancery 
House Chairman Barbara 
Vousden said the decision 
had to be made in order to 
keep the service running. 

“Nobody wants to put 
prices up, particularly 
where elderly people are 
involved. Everybody is 
finding it hard at the mo- 
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ment, but so are we. We’ve 
got to adapt,” she said. 

“If we don’t put our 
charges up and then we 
find out our funding from 
the Dorset County Council 
is cut then that would be it, 
we’d be finished.” 

Currently Chancery 
House receives almost half 
of its funding from Dorset 
County Council. 

“The way funding is 
changing there is no guar¬ 
antee that next year we 
will get it,” added Mrs 
Vousden. 

“We are just planning for 


the future. Even if it carries 
on we still need to work to 
get more money in. 

“We have a tired build¬ 
ing, a tired bus and we 
need funding and help be¬ 
cause once this place has 
gone it won’t come back. 
We don’t want to scare the 
life out of people or want 
people to think we’re clos¬ 
ing, but we’ve got to make 
this step for Chancery 
House to carry on.” 

The centre is currently 
open four days a week and 
has around 60 regular visi¬ 
tors. As well as providing

centre also offers respite 
care, a hairdressing service 
and regular entertainment. 

Staff at Chancery House 
are now calling for more 
older people in Bridport to 
give them a try. Office 
Manager Julie Hicks said: 
“We’ve got to get more 
people in, we need to let 
people know we are here 
because we need to get as 
much help as we can.” 

Mrs Vousden added: 
“The more people we can 
get using the service the 
more we can give back to 
them. We are here to help 
and there are an awful lot 
of old people in Bridport 
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who could benefit from 
what we offer. 

“Chancery House has al¬ 
ways been a place that a lot 
of local people don’t re¬ 
alise is here. When we’ve 
done different things peo¬ 
ple are always surprised to 
hear about what we do. 
We’ve got to raise our pro¬ 
file. If we could get local 
business people to help us 
that would be great, over 
the years we have written 


to all the major companies 
but not had much luck. 

“The Round Table have 
been brilliant and so have 
the Lions, but we need 
more help. We really are 
struggling. We want to 
make people aware that we 
need help.”

ARTIST Lucy Young, 31, spoke to the View from 
this week as she prepares to launch her latest ex¬ 
hibition at the Blue Lias Gallery in Lyme Regis. 

Having grown up in the area Lucy moved to 
London where she studied Fashion at the Univer¬ 
sity of Westminster. Despite enjoying the city 
lifestyle Lucy couldn't keep away from the coast 
and has been back in Dorset for a number of 
years now. 

Lucy's latest "Harbour Collection" is inspired by 
the South West coast and incorporates her signa¬ 
ture iridescent style. Her work is popular with 
local art fans, but Lucy is also gaining a strong fol¬ 
lowing throughout the UK, with exhibits in gal¬ 
leries from London to St Ives. 

Her latest exhibition is open to the public at the 
Blue Lias Gallery on Coombe Street, Lyme Regis, 
from Saturday, August 13th to September 12th. 


■ HAVE you always painted seascapes? 

I think because I moved back here after uni, and I have al¬ 
ways stayed in coastal locations since then, it became a 
massive inspiration to me. You can’t help but be inspired 
by it. I’ve painted the Cobb so many times and it never 
ceases to amaze me how beautiful this area is. 

■ WHERE are the best coastlines to paint? 

The three favourites at the moment are here in Lyme 
Regis, and right across the Dorset coast as well, up to Lul- 
worth Cove. Then down to Cornwall and St Ives Bay, 
there are lots of great coastlines down there. Also the 
Gower Peninsula in South Wales, there are lots of amazing 
features along there. 

■ ARE there any places you would like to visit and 
paint? 

I spent some time travelling around Australia and New 
Zealand and I always thought I would go back and do 
some paintings there and maybe get represented by gal¬ 
leries over there. It has always been in the back of my 
mind to go back. 

■ HOW would you describe the style of your work? 

It has sort of evolved. I’ve created this signature of irides¬ 
cence and texture. My style is not naturalistic, I try to cap¬ 
ture the essence of the place. How you feel when you sit 
by the ocean, and that lovely feeling you get. It would 
probably be considered expressionist or romantic. 

■ WHO are the artist that influence you? 

My most recent collection is based on Michael Turner be¬ 
cause I just love the way he paints light, he is known as 
the painter of light. I get very inspired by the way he has 



used light and captured it and that is what I tried to do as 
well. I try not to follow too many artists though because I 
think it’s important to have your own style and a lot of peo¬ 
ple do say that I have my own style. I think that is because 
of my conscious effort not to copy anybody else. 

■ What made you come back to Dorset? 

Well when I was doing my degree in London every week¬ 
end I just wanted to get back down to the coast. I felt quite 
claustrophobic living in London, I loved the lifestyle, there 
was a lot going on but I feel most alive when I am stood 
next to the ocean and that lovely expanse of space. So I 
couldn’t wait to get back. 
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■ WHAT advice would you give to young aspiring 
artists? 

When I started at university I never thought in a million 
years that I would become an artist. I never thought you 
could make a living out of it and I just thought you’ve got 
to get a job and paint on the side. It was only the confidence 
I got from when my work started to sell that I started to 
think it was something I could do for a living. You’ve just 
got to have the confidence to go out there and show your 
work. I know it’s hard because I have had galleries turn me 
down and it is heartbreaking when that happens but there 
will be galleries that do love your work and who will find 
the clients that love it too. And there is nothing better than 
selling a painting. 

■ IS it sad to see a painting go? 

Kind of but then I think that they have obviously bought 
that because they are going to get pleasure from looking at 
it and that makes me feel great that they are filling their 
home with my work and enjoying it. Sometimes there is 
the odd painting I fall in love with and its sad to see it go. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a dinner 
party? 

Ruth Jones, for some dry comedy value. Maybe as her 
Nessa Character from Gavin and Stacey for part of the 
evening. The Dalai Lama, for some wisdom and inspiration 
on life and Banksy, I am intrigued to find the mystery be¬ 
hind the artist even though his style is complete opposite 
to mine.

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Exchange students 
remember Hiroshima 



A HIROSHIMA commemoration event held by Brid- 
port's Japanese exchange programme fell prey to 
the elements at the weekend. 

Members of the exchange group, along with 
Japanese students based at the Kings Language 
School in Bournemouth, had planned to float hand¬ 
made candlelit lanterns down the River Asker on 
Saturday evening. 

The event was organised to coincide with the 66th 
anniversary of the bombing of Hiroshima. As well as 
honouring those lost in the World War Two attack it 
was also a tribute to those who lost their lives in the 
recent Japanese earthquake disaster. 

But when the exchange group arrived at the River 
Asker on Saturday evening they were met by heavy 
rain and organisers were unable to carry out the cer¬ 
emony in the way they had liked. 

Organisers and former members of the exchange 
programme,Tosh Blake and James Lathey, were kept 
busy wading through the river to rescue the lanterns 
in distress. 

Both former members of the Exchange pro¬ 
gramme, Tosh will be leading the group to Japan 
next summer, whilst James will be heading up the 
2013-14 group. 

"There wasn't much we could do," explained Ex¬ 
change organiser Arthur Woodgate. "We persevered 
for over 30 minutes before bowing to the inevitable. 
Those candles we did get alight were invariably 


blown out by the wind; 
those lanterns that we 
managed to launch were 
almost entirely turned 
over by that same wind. 

"I think three lanterns 
reached their destina¬ 
tion, all extinguished 
and upside down. 

"Difficult not to feel 
pretty much the same 
for a while, especially 
after all the effort put in 
by the young people, yet 
it was still moving in its 
own way. Ultimately still 
worth the effort." 

Members of the ex¬ 
change group had spent 
the day with Japanese 
students from 

Bournemouth, playing 
traditional games, making friends and preparing for 
the evening event. 

A number of people had also turned up in the rain 
to witness the event. Organisers thanked them, and 
hoped they weren't too disappointed and didn't get 
too cold and wet. 

Mr Woodgate also thanked Neil Crabb Construc¬ 


tion, Footeprints, Bradfords, the Dorset Pedler, St 
John's Ambulance and Bridport Town Council for 
their help and support.

Bridport theatre group wins top award 


A “SPELLBINDING” production from Bridport’s En¬ 
core Theatre Club has been recognised as the best am¬ 
ateur show in the South West this year. 

The group’s performance of Dancing At Lughnasa 
received rave reviews from the National Operatic and 
Dramatic Association (NODA). 

The play, which ran for five nights at Bridport Arts 
Centre in the spring of this year, featured a cast of just 
eight. 

NODA described the show as “spellbinding” from 
start to finish, given the company the Award for Ex¬ 
cellence for the region and the South West award for 
Best Dramatic Production for 2010/11. 

The NODA review praised everyone involved sin¬ 
gling out the “excellent” set and costumes. The cast 
were praised for the way they had developed their 
characters and their performance was described as 
“superb in every way”. 

Director Miles Bell said: “I was very pleased with 
the play, moreso than anything I have done for a very 
long time, the cast were fantastic. The five women 
who played the main cast were wonderful, they just 
worked so well together.” 

Playing the five sisters who were central to the story 
were Ellen Denning, Julie Wood, Andrea Thomas, 
Melanie Draper and Sylvia Hunt. Completing the cast 
were John Duff as their father, Barry Irving as Brother 
Jack and John Pownall as the Narrator. 

“It was really quite easy to direct because the cast 
were very committed,” added Miles. “It was nice to 
work with a small cast because it gives you more time 
to think about things. 

“Getting best production is very nice because it in¬ 
cludes everybody. I thought that the work that went 
into it from the cast especially - but also the stage 
crew, the set designers and everyone - was excellent. 
Everyone came together really well.” 


NODA Review 

This play poses a stiff challenge to any aspiring company. Its 
charm and subtle appeal lies in the effective portrayal of a 
rural Irish homestead in 1936 within which the dramatic in¬ 
terplay between the family members becomes increasingly 
intriguing as the tale unfolds. 

In less-than-competent hands, it could easily become a 
yawn. But as staged by Encore, it was simply spellbinding 
from beginning to end. An excellent set, with close attention 
to realism, made major contribution to the creation of the re¬ 
quired atmosphere, together with costumes well matched to 
the period and setting. All the members of the cast - to name 
one would be to name all eight - were just superb in every 
way. The development of the very distinctive characters was 
exquisitely detailed, and much study must have been devoted 
in rehearsal to their realisation at such a very high standard. 

Collectively, the interaction between them, in particular the 
five sisters, was a delight to behold. The sure touch of direc¬ 
tor Miles Bell, already with several notable presentations for 
Encore behind him, was evident throughout. 

The evening flew by as we sat totally absorbed in a pro¬ 
duction that could have comfortably graced any professional 
stage.

Water monitoring 
set for East Beach ? 

EAST Beach at West Bay could soon become an officially 
designated bathing area. Currently the beach is not a 
designated bathing beach under the Bathing Water Di¬ 
rective. This means that, whilst the beach is lifeguarded 
and has public amenities, the quality of its water is not 
monitored by the Environment Agency. 

This summer West Dorset District Council will be ask¬ 
ing local residents and businesses, as well as West Bay's 
holiday makers, to take part in a survey to find out their 
opinions and monitor usage of the beach. 

Depending on the results of the consultation, the dis¬ 
trict council may then apply to Defra, the body respon¬ 
sible for designating bathing waters in England. 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert Gould said: 
"This consultation will help us assess whether or not East 
Beach at West Bay should be designated as an official 
bathing area. By conducting the survey over the sum¬ 
mer holiday period we should get a real snapshot into 
how the beach is used and what people think should 
happen. I would encourage everyone with an interest in 
the area to let us have their views about East Beach."

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Dorset pensioner gives support 
to new "right to die" phoneline 


A BRAVE Dorset pensioner is 
backing an end-of-life rights char¬ 
ity which provides the UK's first 
free phoneline dedicated to the 
issue. 

Valerie Leigh, 86, had to watch 
first husband, Philip, take 14 
months to die a slow and painful 
death from a rare brain virus be¬ 
cause he was incapable of mak¬ 
ing his wish to die known. 

Now she is backing Compassion 
In Dying whose new information 
line service is dedicated to sup¬ 
porting patients, loved ones and 
carers through the dying process, 
promoting great patient choice 
and control where possible. 

Her support comes as a survey 
this week revealed that, while 
seven out often people in Dorset 
and the South West would not 
want treatment to prolong their 
life if they were dying, just two 
per cent have made their wishes 
known in a legally binding Ad¬ 
vance Decision (AD). 

Valerie said: "I had to watch 
Philip die over a year. It was death 
in life. 

"I begged them in the early 
stages to let him die, but they said 


it wasn't ethical to let him die of 
dehydration. 

"At one point Philip said - 
'Where's Val? She'd get me out of 
this,' but I couldn't because I had 
no power." 

Valerie feels that AD, a docu¬ 
ment that allows individuals to 
set out their wishes and prefer¬ 
ences for medical treatment in 
advance, is "absolutely vital". 

Her second husband, Paul, did 
have AD in place so, when he suf¬ 
fered his fourth heart attack and 
went into cardiac arrest, the con¬ 
sultant withdrew all treatment to 
allow him to die peacefully as re¬ 
quested. 

Valerie now keeps an updated 
AD and said she hopes her wishes 
will be respected if and when 
necessary to allow her to die a 
peaceful death. 

She said:"Mercy is the word that 
applies here not ethics. 

"My message would be that if 
you don't have an AD then get 
one. 

"It could be the best thing you 
have ever done for yourself and 
for the people who love you." 

The survey commissioned by 


Compassion In Dying also re¬ 
vealed that more than half those 
surveyed wrongly believed that 
they had a legal right to make 
treatment decisions on behalf of 
their loved ones if those loved 
ones lost the ability to communi¬ 
cate their wishes. 

Compassion said the poll high¬ 
lighted the need for people to be 
better informed about their legal 
rights at the end of life so that 
their medical treatment wishes 
are respected.

AFTER a lifetime of in¬ 
volvement with the event, 
this year’s Melplash Show 
president, George Streat- 
feild, is looking ahead in 
anticipation. 

MD of Denhay Farms, 
Mr Streatfeild has attended 
the show since he was a 
child and joined the show 
field committee in 1977 
following the death of his 
father. 

Since then, along with 
his wife Amanda, he has 
taken on responsibility for 
running the food hall. 

This year Mr Streatfeild 
will be president of the 
show for the first time, tak¬ 
ing over the reins from last 
year’s president Marcus 
Beresford. 

Mr Streatfeild said that 
he was honoured to take 
on the president’s role. 
“The show has a place in 
people’s hearts,” he said. 

“It is the signal for the 
end of the summer for a lot 
of people. You find that 
people come to the show 
from all over the country. 

“People who were 
brought up in Bridport 
come back to the town for 
the show because that’s 
what they’ve always done. 

“It’s incredibly special 
and that’s why it’s an in¬ 
credible privilege to be 
president. You are presi¬ 
dent for a year of this show 
which holds a soft spot in 
people’s hearts all over the 


country and for all sorts of 
different reasons.” 

Mr Streatfeild believes 
the role of president is 
what you make it, but as 
president he will be taking 
it upon himself to make 
sure that everyone in¬ 
volved is appreciated for 
their efforts. 

“Really the show hap¬ 
pens because there are a 
lot of people from the area 
who come together to do 
it. They’ll be people who 
do the same as their fathers 
did and their grandfathers 
did before them and it’s 
fascinating to watch. 

“The president’s role is 
to make sure that everyone 
is appreciated for what 
they do, each for their own 
little bit because it’s a 
show that comes together 
because of that.” 

Due to the natural barri¬ 
ers that surround the show 
it’s difficult for it to ex¬ 
pand. With that in mind 
Mr Streatfeild said the 
focus is now on getting 
better, rather than bigger. 

“Size is absolutely not 
all,” said Mr Streatfeild. 

“The show has the ad¬ 
vantage of having the 
river, the sea, a road and a 
housing estate surrounding 
it. It ain’t going to get any 
bigger, so the focus is on 
getting better. It’s now 
about getting more inter¬ 
est, changing and evolv¬ 
ing. 


“When it started it was 
very much a farmers thing, 
it was run by farmers for 
farmers. 

“It’s now moved on an¬ 
other stage so a huge num¬ 
ber of people who come to 
the show are either visitors 
from the surrounding 
towns or those from fur¬ 
ther away a lot of whom 
know very little about 
farming. 

“Even from the great me¬ 
tropolis of Bridport people 
are disconnected from 
farming so not only do we 
celebrate ourselves - there 
are still a lot of farmers 
who go and it’s still very 
much a farmers’ event - 
but it’s also a way of shar¬ 
ing with visitors what we 
do and what we produce.” 

Mr Streatfeild concluded 
by praising the cultural 
success of Bridport, of 
which Melplash Show is a 
major part. 

“Bridport is an excep¬ 
tional town because it’s 
got food, art, music. Just 
why, God only knows, but 
it makes Bridport a very 
thriving town. We can al¬ 
ways whinge about things 
but Bridport is brilliant, 
and Melplash is a key part 
of the life of Bridport.” 

The Melplash Show will 
be held on Thursday, Au¬ 
gust 25th.

The bike will be set up out¬ 
side the pharmacy and will be 
moved inside if it rains.

will help us raise a lot of 
money. I'm confident I will be 
able to do it, its not about 
speed its just about the time." 

The challenge is a fundrais¬ 
ing effort for the Co-Opera¬ 
tive's chosen charity for the 
year, Mencap.

THE Bridport Labour Party is 
backing a national campaign to 
protect farmworkers from potential 
pay cuts. 

The Back the Apple campaign 
has been set-up following coalition 
government plans to scrap the 
Agricultural Wages Board (AWB). 

The AWB was introduced 60 
years ago to protect farmworkers 
from poverty wages, but the cur¬ 
rent government is planning to 
scrap the AWB. 

The move will effect 140,000 
rural workers across the country, 
1,090 in West Dorset alone. The 
board sets pay rates, holiday enti¬ 
tlements and other working condi¬ 
tions such as sick pay and also 
includes setting a minimum wage 
for children, not covered by mini¬ 
mum wage legalisation. 

The campaign was launched by 
Labour’s shadow agriculture sec¬ 
retary, Mary Creagh, at this year’s 
Tolpuddle Martyrs Lestival. 

Mrs Creagh said: “Labour is 
launching the ‘Back the Apple’ 
campaign to show our commit¬ 
ment to fairness in the countryside. 

“We want to raise awareness of 
pay and conditions in the country¬ 
side and to head off the Tory led 
governments race to the bottom for 
rural workers and the their fa mili es 
who are feeling the squeeze. These 
protections ensure that fruit pickers 
and farmworkers get a fair deal.” 


Martin Warne, Secretary of Brid¬ 
port Labour Party, added: “This is 
a rural area and rural workers are 
vital to the economy, vitality and 
sustainability of the countryside 
we live in. 

“Ripping up pay structures that 


have stood both workers and farm¬ 
ers in good stead for over a 60 
years is an attack on rural workers 
and shows how far removed the 
present government is from the 
rural communities it seeks to rep¬ 
resent.”

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Squash: Play it to keep fit, not get fit! 


THROUGHOUT the spring and summer months 
View From Reporter TOM GLOVER is welcoming 
all challenges in his column ‘Take on Tom’. 

This week Tom joined the BRIDPORT SQUASH 
AND RACKETBALL CLUB for a lesson in 
squash. 



SAFELY back on dry land 
this week I joined the 
Bridport Squash and Rack- 
etball club as they stepped 
in at the last minute to give 
me a master class in the 
fast paced game of squash. 

When I was invited 
down to join the club I had 
to originally turn down 
their offer. 

Since the column started 
challenges have been com¬ 
ing in thick and fast and 
my ‘no challenge refused’ 
policy has meant I’ve ac¬ 
cepted them whatever they 
may be. 

This has left me fully 
booked until the end of the 
summer and so the squash 
club had to go down on my 
reserve list. 

Then last week my cir¬ 
cuit training challenge was 
cancelled and I had just 
enough time, thanks to a 
little bit of organisation 
from First Team Manager 
Robert Muir, to line up the 
squash club as a replace¬ 
ment. Out of the frying 
pan, into a blazing fire you 
might say. 


In the past I’ve only been 
on the squash court with 
friends who have been 
playing for years. This 
leads to you running 
around uncontrollably for 
an hour while they stand 
on the spot scoring point 
after point without break¬ 
ing a sweat. 

Don’t get me wrong, I 
don’t mind doing all the 
running, paying my dues, 
but when they’re texting 
on their phone as well it 
can get a little depressing. 

There is a certain satis¬ 
faction though to playing 
the perfect shot in squash, 
surprising your opponent 
by reaching the return they 
thought you wouldn’t or 
by sending a looping effort 
just out of their reach. 

Even when you’re only 
winning one point in ten it 
can be enough to keep you 
going. So naturally I was 
delighted to join the Brid¬ 
port team and learn where 
I was going wrong. 

To start the evening off I

We then went into a 
game scenario playing 
winner stays on in a three 
quarter court. I managed to 
win the odd point but I 
sensed the guys were 
going a little easy on me as 
they comfortably played 
me into trouble when they 
wanted to.

Top Tips For August

S top feeding camellias. This helps to ensure that 
flower buds that are forming now do not drop next 
spring. 

Continue to feed and deadhead hanging baskets and 
containers to keep them flowering right up until the first 
frosts. 

Save tender perennials such as salvia, argyranthemum 
and penstemon by taking semi-ripe cuttings to overwin¬ 
ter. 

Make last sowings of veg such as chicory, endive and 
oriental leaves for late-summer salads. Sow spring cab¬ 
bage. 

During holidays, place container plants in a sheltered, 
shady position to protect them from scorching and drying 
out. Perch hanging baskets on upturned buckets or pots 
and group with other plants for ease of watering by a 
neighbour. 

Pinch out the top of outdoor cordon tomatoes when 
four trusses have formed to help the plant put its energy 
into growing larger fruits. 

Cut back the whippy growths of wisteria to five or six 
leaves from the main branch to control its size and en¬ 
courage flower buds to form next spring. 

Trim back lavender lightly after flowering. Prune the old 
flower spikes to around an inch into the current growth 
to keep the plants compact and encourage plenty of 
bushy side shoots. 

Bare root plants are very economical to buy, especially 
fruit trees and shrubs. Now is the best time to order to en¬ 
sure availability of stock and early delivery. 


Watch for high-temperature injury 

Many RHS members have brought in samples of foliage 
from plants that have suffered from high-temperature in¬ 
jury, manifesting itself in dark brown patches on foliage 
(which may be mistaken for disease). This can be attrib¬ 
uted to the recent hot weather that has caused numerous 
oddities in the garden. 

Plants commonly affected include clematis, camellia, 
hosta and heuchera. 

Japanese maples with finely cut leaves have shrivelled 
tips; citrus plants have been sunburnt when taken outside 
(owing to stronger light levels). 

Fruit can also be affected by the heat: blackcurrants can 
turn orange; apples can appear to have "glassy patches" 
on their skins, as can tomatoes. 

Foliage of tomatoes will curl if subjected to excessively 
high temperatures. 

Grapes can suffer; ensure greenhouse ventilators are 
kept open during the day. 

Indoor plants such as orchids positioned too close to 
windows can have their leaves bleached. 

There have also been examples of "blind" sweet peas, 
with no flower buds, often found when hot days are fol¬ 
lowed by cold nights — conditions that have been very 
common this year. It is a particular problem of cordon 
plants and is generally unavoidable with prevailing 
weather conditions. If possible, keep a side shoot in re¬ 
serve when training young cordons to replace a blind 
leading shoot.

Four classes for egg-stra special produce at Dorset County Show 


DO your hens lay fantastic eggs? The Dorset County Show 
has four egg classes for people to show off their prize-win¬ 
ning poultry produce. Enter now for the classes on Satur¬ 
day 3 September. 

Thousands of people across the county now keep chick¬ 
ens. Nearly three quarters of a million people in the UK own 
a chicken coop, a rise of 80 per cent in three years. Scores 
of people across Dorset have started keeping chickens as 
pets. The Show's egg classes are becoming increasingly 
popular with new chicken owners. 

Members of the public are invited to enter the Dorset 
County Show's egg classes, held in the Farm Produce Tent. 
The four classes are as follows: 

• Four new-laid hen's eggs (brown) 

• Four new-laid hen's eggs (any other colour) 

• Four duck or goose eggs 

• Contents of one hen's egg, to be exhibited on a white 
saucer (provided) and broken by the judge 

The judge, Mrs Wendy Britton from just outside of Dorch¬ 
ester, is looking forward to judging the classes as they have 
become so popular. 

She said:'Eggs from a free range chicken on a good varied 
diet will have a very good shell quality. A hen will produce 
her best eggs in her 1 st or 2nd season. We look for four 
matching eggs, with similar size and colour. 

'When I look at the contents of one hen's egg, I am really 
for a fresh egg. The fresher the egg, the more prominently 
the yolk will stand above the white. There should be no 
blemishes or spots on the yolk, and if you look really care¬ 
fully, you should be able to see two layers of white. 

'It is the luck of the draw, when you enter your eggs into 
the final class, as you don't know what is going to be inside. 
However, chicken owners will know which of their chickens 
lays the best, so they will have a good instinct for which 
egg they should pick to win! 

'I have been judging for five years at the Show and have 


only mis-cracked a few eggs, but the pressure is there on 
Show day.' 

The winner of the first prize receives £4, the second prize 
is £3 and the third prize is £2. Judging begins at 9am on 
Saturday, 3 September. The closing date for entries is 
Wednesday 10 August. People can enter online 
(http://www.dorsetshowdownloads.co.uk/Homecraft/inde 
x.html) or pick up an entry form from the Show Office. 

In keeping with the poultry theme, special Show ambas¬ 
sadors dressed up as chickens will be handing out leaflets 
and selling tickets throughout August - keep your eyes 
peeled for them on Dorset beaches and towns!

THE Highways Agency has revised the rules on 
potholes in the road. Previously contractors were 
required to ensure that drivers were given a quiet, 
comfortable and even ride by making sure that 
any defects in the surface of the road were re¬ 
paired within a 24-hour timeframe. 

However, the new rules state that potholes 
smaller than 15cm wide or 4cm deep are not 
classed as urgent for repair. The new guidelines 
refer to trunk roads and motorways. 

The massive increase in potholes is a conse¬ 
quence of three severe winters with 2010/ 2011 
being the coldest for 100 years combining with 
years of underinvestment in routine road mainte¬ 
nance. 

1AM director of policy Neil Greig said: "This just 
seems to be storing up larger repair bills for the 
future. All large potholes start off as small pot¬ 
holes -- it's easier and cheaper to fix them early 
and reduce the risk to road users. 

"The reaction of the Highways Agency to this cri¬ 
sis is worrying because it seems to be an attempt 
to switch their legal responsibilities to maintain 
safe motorways and trunk roads from themselves 
to their contractors, in the hope they will come up 
with something. 

"The Highways Agency's roads are the backbone 
of the country's transport system which is why the 
1AM would like to see their risk assessment of this 
decision to be assured that motorists will not be 
put at risk."

Don't let comers drive 
you round the bend 


DRIVER training specialist 1AM 
Drive & Survive is offering 
weekly motoring tips to drivers 
from its head of training, Simon 
El stow. 

This week he explains an ad¬ 
vanced driving technique, 
IPSGA, which covers driving as 
smoothly as possible through 
bends: 

• Information. What's going on 
around you? Check your mir¬ 
rors to work out the move¬ 
ments of other road users, and 
signal before changing course. 
If there is a lot of traffic or 


someone is following close be¬ 
hind do this as early as possible. 

• Position. After confirming it's 
safe, take the best position for 
dealing with the bend. On a 
left-hand bend move closer to 
the centre line and on a right- 
hand bend closer to the kerb. 
This will improve your view 
around the corner. 

• Speed. Adjust your speed to 
prepare for the corner. 

• Gears. Once you're at the 
right speed, select the right 
gear. Adjust your speed early so 
that you have time to separate 


changing speed from changing 
gear. 

• Accelerate. Once you can 
see through the bend, acceler¬ 
ate smoothly if it is safe, bearing 
in mind the road conditions. 
Gently accelerating through a 
corner balances the car. 

Elstow said:"Bends catch a lot 
of people out, and are espe¬ 
cially prevalent on rural roads - 
the worst for accidents. But by 
following the straightforward 
IPSGA routine, you'll get 
through corners safely, com¬ 
fortably and more quickly."

TAGB tae kwon-do returns to Bridport 


THE UK's largest single martial 
arts organisation, the Tae Kwon-

Weymouth's Blake in top form 


WISCOMBE Park was centre stage last weekend 
for motor sport enthusiasts when the East Devon 
venue hosted the prestigious Nicholson McLaren 
British Hill Climb Championships. 

With the fastest car and driver combinations 
travelling from Scotland, Wales and the Channel 
Islands it was an ideal opportunity for the local 
drivers to showcase their abilities but local driv¬ 
ers performed well. 

Piloting his rapid Vauxhall powered Westfield 
SEi, Graham Blake opened his challenge in the 
Modified Specialist Production Car category with 
a competitive time of 44.24 seconds for the test¬ 
ing 900 metre course. 

The quality assurance engineer from Wey¬ 
mouth found another eight hundredths of a sec¬ 
ond on his second run to finish ahead of the hard 
charging Stewart Green, also behind the wheel 
of a Westfield. The Frampton driver posting a best 
climb of 46.28 seconds. 

Gillingham driver Vince Stone took victory in 
the Woolbridge Motor Club's invitation class 
where the results were determined on a handi¬ 
cap system. Stone defeated fellow Mini driver 
Adrian Langley. 

Third was taken by previous British Women 
Racing Driver Club champion Jo Hodgson in a 
Lotus Elan. 

The Hill Climb Super Sports category saw a 
clean sweep by Yeovil drivers with Mark Mor¬ 
timer, previously seen conducting his father's 


Porsche 911, moving in behind the driving wheel 
of Roger Lucas' Mallock Mkl 8B. 

Mortimer showed a good turn of speed from 
the off with a best climb of 42.48 seconds to se¬ 
cure the win ahead of the car's owner. 

Whilst the saloon and sports car drivers were 
immersed in their battles the quest for honours 
in the single-seater racing car classes raged un¬ 
abated. 

The three main protagonists, Scott Moran (dou¬ 
ble national champion), his father Roger and 
Trevor Willis arrived at Wiscombe Park at the top 
of the championship standings following a hard 
fought battle a fortnight previous in the Channel 
Islands. 

Settled weather and good track conditions had 
enable some of the drivers to challenge estab¬ 
lished records and there was a hope that in the 
heat of the championship battle a new outright 
record could be set eclipsing the 2004 standard 
of 34.16 seconds. 

Unfortunately Rod Thorne's challenge came to 
an end after the first qualifying run with trans¬ 
mission ailments on the Pilbeam MP58. 

The drivers at the head of the championship 
table all qualified so it was battle on between the 
Scott Moran and Willis the latter a double winner 
at last year's Wiscombe championship run-offs in 
his 3.2 litre Powertech OMS 25. 

Moran took his 3.5 litre GR61X version of the 
Gould chassis to the top of the hill with a rapid 


yet measured climb to record 34.78 seconds. 

Willis was unable to repeat the 2010 result and 
was forced to settle for second place with a time 
of 35.26. 

With the first of the Top 12 Run-Offs complete 
there was much conjecture whether the course 
record might come under threat in the second 
shoot-outs. 

An increase in cloud cover and the resultant 
drop in temperature brought about a marginal 
reduction in the performance of the soft com¬ 
pound slick tyres certainly had an impact on the 
second Run-Offs but then intense competition 
still brought about a reduction in times but not 
a new hill record. 

At the second time of asking Willis broke under 
35 with a storming climb of 34.92 seconds. With 
his past form on the East Devon track was this 
going to be a winning situation. Scott Moran had 
the answer, and it was 'no'. 

The Ludlow driver took his Gould by the scruff 
of the neck and hurling it up the 900 metre 
course in 34.59 to take a championship double 
and enhance his position at the head of the 
championship table.

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Fitting tribute

BY HIS own admission, Dorchester Town 
skipper Mark Jermyn is not someone who 
enjoys being in the limelight writes Rob 
Meech. 

It is a character trait often mirrored in his 
performances on the pitch, where he dili¬ 
gently goes about his business in the mid- 
field engine room with a minimum of fuss.
